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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 7, 9, 10, 12, 14, 15 and 17 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Jebe as 
applied in the previous Office action in view of U.S. Patent 
Number 3,572,706 (Schroder). 

Regarding claims 1, 3, 6, 10, 12, 14, 15 and 17, it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide 
an adjustment member to the Jebe club in view of Schroder in 
order to take into account the effect of a user's wrist action 
when swinging the club. See Schroder at column 3, lines 38-63. 

Regarding claims 4 and 7, clubs typically have a grip and a 
clubhead. 

Regarding claim 9, all golf shafts inherently have a 
weight . 

Regarding claims 10 and 15, as the Jebe weight 24 lies on 
an axis parallel with the golf club shaft, the weight slides 
toward and away from the clubhead over the course of the swing. 
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3. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Jebe and Schroder as applied above in view of 
Fazio. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to provide a molded grip to the Jebe club as modified above 
in view of Fazio who shows in his Figure 3 that moldable golf 
club grips are well-known in the golfing art in training users 
with the proper grip. See Fazio at column 3, lines 22-34. 

Double Patenting 

4. Applicant is advised that should claim 1 be found 
allowable, claim 3 will be objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as 
being a substantial duplicate thereof. When two claims in an 
application are duplicates or else are so close in content that 
they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in 
wording, it is proper after allowing one claim to object to the 
other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. 
See MPEP § 706.03 (k) . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 11 and 16 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
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independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
